“Ja the ea:ly part of last summer, a mem 
berof this Siciety, while on a journey into the 

uthwestern part of this state, distribated a 
suber of the tacts in the town 0! ; 
a tew of which he presented to a Mrs. A—— 
— Thistady, uutil recently, had heen heed- 
less and inattehtive to the concerns of her soul. 
Sne reccivedahe tracts with thankfalo ss ; & 
on reading them, she was enabled to discover, 
in this unexpected present, a message from 
Heaven— a message which taught her that 
she was a sinner, on the road to the eternal 
world, loaded with guilt, and exposed to the 
wrath of an offended God—a message which 
filled her mind with deep conviction aad a- 
larm- ;—which convinced her of her need of 
a0 inierest in the atonement and rightevu sess 
of th: Redeemer ; and which, there ts reason 
to hope, was soon rendered the. power af 
God, ang the wisdom of God, tothe salva 
tion of her soul. During the season, she was 
seized with a fever, and when lying on a bed 
of sickness, she oftea blessed that beneficent 
Providence who had thrown the stranger & 
his rehgious wracts in ker way. After a few 
weeks’ illness, she died, strong in the faith, 
and rejoicing in the hope of a blessed and glo- 
rious tninortality. o

It has published Tracts, 
Hot only in English, but also in the Welch, 
Manks, Gaelic, Mudern Greek, French

Bh languages. Ih bas not only distributed 


ts of Germany, Swe- ; 


its publications throunhout the greater part of 
Europe, but also sent them, (to adopt its own 
expressions) ‘‘as messengers of the Gospel 
of Peace, to every quarter of thé globe : where 
they have not only been eagerly and thank- 
fully received, bat evidently attended with the 
most important effects.” 

“T1808, an institution, under the title of 
“The Evangelical Society,” was established 
at Stockholm, in Sweden, for the distribution 
of Bibles and Tracts. —The latter object has 
hitherto principally engrossed its attention. 
Acco-ding to its report in 1813, it had distri- 
buted, ta the course of the preceding year, 
142.000 ‘Tracts; and during the five years it 
had been in operation, more than 809,000. 
Tis i mooraat Society is under the direction 
and patronage a1 -i- Excllency Biron Rosen. 
elad, one of the lords of the kingdom of Swe- 
den, avd minister of Siate, who was elected 
as its president in October, 1813. 

“Pie pious employment of printing and 
distributing Vracts is also carried on with a 
liberal and exemplary spirit by many of the 
z-alous Christians in Russia, Switzerland, &: 
Gernany. In Russia, a lady of illustrious 
birth has translated inty her own language 
fourteen different ‘Tracts, and has printed and 
distributed, principally at her owa expense, 
lage editions of six. One of them, ‘An ad- 
diess to the afi cted,”’ was printed soon after 
the couflagration of Moscow ; and, it {s said, 
proved a most seasonable and unexpected 
comfort to nuinbers of the poor sufferers. ‘This 
noble example has been followed by a num. 
ber of plugs persons in varivus parts of tle em.

productive of any essential or important berte- 
fit, Such was net the opinion of Luther, Me- 
lancthon, Calvin, and their illustrious fellew - 
labourers ia the Gospel Vineyard.

aristocratical—it is not despotic—it is not alto- 
gether democratical. What is it then? It is 
properly a theocracy. Idonot mean exactly 
such a theocracy, asthat,under which the Is- 
raelites were “formerly placed. A theocracy 
literally means the government of God. A 
government constituted by God; a govern. 
ment whose laws and statutes are enacted b 
him ; whose officers receive and hold their of. 
fice from him ; and a government where he is 
nead and chief, & which is conducted, cherish- 
ed and preserved by him ina peculiar manner, 
Sucha government is the presbyterian. That 
this government is the most favourable to ervil 
liberty & the stability of personal rights & pri- 
vileges is evident not only from the view which 
we have takenofit, but also from its history. 
Presbyterians have indeed, like all fallible and 
erring men, ofien dishoneured themselves and 
their cause, but they never have been enslaved, 
tor any length of time. With the reformation 
presbyterianism revived, and with it revived 
civil liberty. Oalvin is generally allowed to 
have assisted in composing the constitution of 
the Republick of Geneva ; and he was the 
first among the reformers who restored and put 
presbyterianism into operation. [t was then, 
indeed,as it is now,obnoxious to libertines, who, 
under the name of liberty, throw off all rale, & 
make their own will and passions their law. 
Such may misrepresent and decay presbyter- 
ianism, ‘Their detraction however is its high- 
est praise, 
would observe in the close, that as presby- 
terianism is not like any of the known forms 
of civil government ; and as it belongs toa 
kingdom not of this world, it permits, and can 
safely enjoin submission to the civil powers that 
be, however these powers may be combi- 
ned. And hence we find presbyterians divi- 
ded in their opinions respecting the form of civ- 
il government ; some preferring one and some 
another. If they act consistent!y, as members 
of Christ’s kingdom,they will no: quarrel about 
these forms. They will pray for and seck 
the good of that country where, in providence 
they enjoy privileges ‘and ‘protection. It be. 
comes them however tomanifest that they are 
traveling to a better country, that isan heaven- 
ly ; where the government of God’ perfected 
shall rule and shed its ineffable blessip "p- 
on them, eternally, without strife and the alarm

Life-Saving Mattress — We have been 
odligingiy favoured with the following descrip. 
tion of a newly invented Mattress, [1.5 cal- 
eulated, not only for all the uses ofa com won 
Mattress, but also for the preservation ot lite 
m cases of shipwreck :— 


A DBSORTPTION 
Of the Patent Life-Saving Mattress. 


It is about six feet in length, and two feet 
in breadth, made of the best brown holland, & 
stuffed with fine cork-shavings ; about three 
inches ; stitched and kootted as other mattress 
es, are, about four inches apart, to keep the 
eo:k in its place. A square hole is cut through 
in the centre of the mattress, about seven inch 
es long and six inches wide, in order for the 
head to come threugk. ‘The piece of mattress 
taken out of this hole, is made to fit and fil it 
up completely when used as a bed ; and to this 


























piece or cushion is fixed a cap, nicely to come 
over the head, which has a tape fixed to the 
back of the mattress just long eneugh to pre 
vent its coming over the face, and supported 
forward by a tape fastened cne on each side of 
the cushien and to the bottom of the cap, 
which ties under the chin ; this brings the cush 
ion upon the top of the bead, to protect it from 
anv blow that may be occasioned by striking 
against a rock in floating on shore. Upon the 
back of one end of this mattress, are fixed three 
pieces of broad tape, or fine webbing, long c- 
mough to come roand and tie in front ; one of 
which cones just under the arms and ties a- 
eross the breast, another about half w2y down, 
wnd the third near the bottom, so as to brin 
the sides of the mattress to mect together at the 
sides of the body, which co npletely encloses 
it, leaving the arms and legs at full liberty for 
exertion.

It is said that the British Admiralty have 
prohibited the use of these mattresses in the 
navy, to prevent seamen making their escape ; 
and it is presumed a person with one of these 
matiresses on, could support the weight of one 
er more persons on his back.
